Washington lira craws battled fed flag conditions this morning with wind gusts exceeding SO milos f>cr tiour. contributing to notable growth on the Crescent Mountain and Cougar Fires. Meanwhile, large areas of the region were covered in thick smoko, impacting incident air operations and even delaying flights at the Scattle-Tacoma International Airport. As winds calrrved in the afternoon, a 
lightning storm began to pass through eastern Oregon and Washington. By early evening. 26 now starts had been reported. 22 of which are located in Oregon, mainly in the Blue Mountains. Predictive Services show this area at a 20 percent or greater chance of a large fire as a result ol mass Ignitions from lightning. Initial attack resourcos are expected to be busy this evoning as new fires 
conlinue to be detected.

Slubb/ofifs/d ffre: OSFM Blue Team assumed command of the Stubblefiold Fire at ti :0D pm Aug. 17, The fire is burning 7 miles northwest of CondlDn. The fire has burnt an estimated 13,000 acres and is at 15 percent containment. Point protection is taking place with 93 residences threatened. A community meeting look place Aug. 13 at 6:00 p.m. in Condon. A privately owned and operated 
dozer rollover was reported. 

Soaio. This fire is 14 miles west of Condon and is managed by the OSFM unified command. Six homes are threatened. 

Lano ftock: This lire is +,50D acres with 20 percent containment burning 12 miles oast of Gonden and under OSFM unilied command. Ktnzus Co/nptox: A Type 3 IMT is managing multiple fires within a ten mile radius of Fossil, totaling 550 acres and burning in a mix of timber and brush. The complex includes tho previously reported 161 McDonald, 57 Kinzua, 158 Ricks Greek, 165 Rancheria, and 172 Oxhoad Fires.

Cougar Craek/Bannoek Lake/Whfte Pine/Lost Fires. GAType 1 Team 5 (Young) is managing all four fires. Gougar Greek fire is reported at 37,775 acres and Bannock Lake Fire is at 444 acres. Containment is at 35 percent. Duo to smoke, IR flights have not been possible for updated acreage. Level 1 evacuations have beon expanded to include 2,70D structures on the west flank. The 
area around Chumstick Road was upgraded to a Level 2 evacuation. Nolabie growth continues on the wosl flank with more activity expected with strong winds in the area today. One firefighter is being treated for rabies as a precaution after coming in contact with a bat. Washington National Guard resources have been ordered to provide road block support. A filming crow from PBS NOVA

Crescent Mountain/McLeod/Dae Fires: {SA IMT 1,1C Wilkins) assumed command today of the 24,963-acro Crescent Mountain fire, and the 11,663-acre L>cL-a-k'j . C-ontainment for Crescent Mountain Rre is at 34 percent. Duo to smoke, IR flights have not boon possible for updated acreage. Level 3 evacuation levels remain in effect for 40 homes in tho area of Twisp. With high winds, 
the firo made a significant run to the southwest. MODIS mapping shows heal on the west side of Lake Chslan however, local resourcos believe this reading is inaccurate and are verifying. Firing operations will be implemented as weather allows on both the Crescent Mountain and McLeod Fires. SpoHing continues to occur south of the line on the McLeod Fire. One bee sting requiring a 
transport was recorded. A community rTteeting is planned for 6:30 p.m. Tuesday evening at the Methow Community Center in Twisp. More inlormation is at; 


Boyds Fire: {NW Team U. iC Rate) This fire is more than 3,234 acres with 49 percent containment and burning 3 mBes west of Ketlle Falls. Focus remains on the west flank whore hand and mechanical resources will continuo work. Tactical firing operations arc also planned for this area. Incident resources assisted with the initial attack of a structural fire aboul one mile from the perimeter 
of the Boyds Rre. While there does notappearto be a connection between the two, an investigation is underway. During the response, a lirefighEer attached lo tho incident received second degree burns to the hack of the hand. Another firelighter was transported after a bee sling. Tho team is coordinating closely (or several products with NWToam 9 on the Horns Mountain Firo. More

Homs Mountain: {NW Team 9, IG Goff) This fire on tho Golville NF started less than one mile from the Ganadian border and is 2,413 acres and 20 percent contained. It has crossed the Canadian border and has burned 619 acres {250 heetarcs) in British Columbia (BC). On the Canadian side, the firo is threatening regional transmission linos, private timber and grazing allocations, and 33 
nearby homes. An evacuation alort has been issued (or these reskfcnls. British Columbia is providing some heavy equipment and supporting fire operations on Ihe BC side and conducted air operations yesterday. On the US side, air operations have been limited by smoke.
